His infinite glory and splendor as 
the Lord of infinite majesty? 

Are not these the very scenes 
that Christian art delights to pro- 
duce in preference to all others? 
What other scenes tend to stir our 
hearts so much? And these are 
precisely the mysteries we contem- 
plate in the holy Rosary. 


You can see at a glance that 
some mysteries are full of peace- 
fulness and sweetness, others move 
us to sorrow and to tears, while 
others again fill our hearts with a 
lively joy. Thus, the mysteries 
form a graduated scale, marking 
the changing feelings of the soul, 
whereby to our great advantage 
we offer up to God the different 
affections of our heart, accompany- 
ing them with the sweet harmonies 
of prayer. Thus the Rosary proves 
to us a faithful companion and 
affectionate friend who suits his 
moods to the varied feelings of 
our heart, and in whom we shall 
find a responsive echo to all our 
sorrows and joys. 


Related to the Virgin 


But there is another reason 
which increases the attractions of 
the Rosary and rerders it more 
worthy of our honor; it is that 
these mysteries have an intimate 
relation with the Blessed Virgin, 
being scenes taken from her life 
on Garth; and thus they render it 
a devotion especially stiited to our 
Lady. 


By virtue of this intimate union 
of Jesus and Mary which we see 
throughout the Rosary our Savior 
is drawn closer to us, and presents 
Himself to us in the most acces- 
sible light of His human nature. 
We there see Him ever by the side 
of His holy Mother; true Man, 
with all the qualities and condi- 
tions of man; with a’ home on 
earth, with a natural love, and, far 
above all, with a Mother whom He 
loves and respects, whom He al- 
ways accompanies; a Mother who 
bore Him, clothed and nourished 
Him; from whom He, the Infinite 
Wisdom, learned the lessons of His 
childhood, and to whom He had re- 
eourse for everything. How lov- 
able, how human does not our 
Savior appear in the Rosary, 
where we see Him exactly as He 
appears in the holy Gospel? 


Not only does the Rosary pre- 
sent our Lord to us in the near- 
ness of His human nature, but it 
also shows forth His most attrac- 
tive attributes and wonderful ma- 
jesty. In the Rosary we see our 
Savior always at Mary’s side, we 
see Him in Mary and through 
Mary; we gaze on Him as Mary 
did; we contemplate His goodness 
with something of Mary’s love. 
When we wish to contemplate the 
magnificent splendor of the sun, we 
turn away our poor weak eyes 
which cannot support so brilliant 
a glare, and let them rest instead 
on the flowers, the clouds or the 
rainbow. And although we know 
well these objects are not the sun 
itself, still they are a reflection of 
the'sun, they glisten with the light 
of ‘the solar rays and. so share, 
somewhat, in its splendor; and 
thus by their means we are enabled 
to form an approximate idea of 
the magnificence of the sun itself. 

So it is, in a similar way, with 
out Savior. He is truly man; but 
at the same time He is equally 
truly God; and as Man-God He is 
the Sun of Justice, resplendent, 
glorious, Our weak eyes are un- 
able to support the glorious bril- 
liancy of this great Sun; and in 
order to contemplate it we need an 
image which reflects its beauty, an 
image as perfect, as faithful a rep- 
resentative as possible.

Protestant Sects Need New Reformation of 
Morals As Well As of Doctrine 


BY THE EDITOR 


N our last article we proved by 

the utterances of numerous Pro- 
testant churchmen that Protestant- 
ism as the sum total of many reli- 
gious organizations has been a 
gross failure; that each of its hun- 
dreds of component parts, offshoots 
of sixteenth century Lutheranism, 
Calvinism and _ Episcopalianism, 
confesses its incompetency to teach 
people with any authority or to 
help them spiritually, except by 
preaching or exhortation; that 
those still interested in Christian- 
ity, but not interested in the Catho- 
lie Church, prefer to draw their in- 
spiration directly from Christ rath- 
er than indirectly through organ- 
ized religion. 

The original “reformed” churches 
have themselves been “reformed” 
so often that there is nothing left 
of the former except the unsound 
theories, of which the modern sects 
are the logical development. Some 
of these theories, and now only 
theories, are: “The Bible, interpret- 
ed by the prayerful reader, is the 
sole rule of faith’; “Faith (trust) 
in Christ as one’s individual Sav- 
ior, regardless of the character of 
one’s life, insures salvation’;

E know less of the personal 
life of St. Ephraem than of | 
any of the Doctors, but his works | 
have earned the admiration and re- | 
spect of the greatest minds of the) 
Church and they survive.as an’ 
Born at| 
Nisibis in Persia, the son of a/| 
pagan priest, he became famous for. 
his holiness and learning. During | 
the persecution of the Christians | 
in Persia that followed the loss of | 
Rome’s eastern provinces in 363, | 
Ephraem fled to Edessa in Syria, | 
where he lived his last ten years. | 
Here he was widely known for| 
his severe asceticism, and here he | 
wrote an enormous number of ser- | 
mons and hymns and his masterly | 
expositions of the whole of the Old | 
and New Testaments, so helping to 
found the famous _ theological 
“schoo)] of the Persians”. Previous 
to this, at Nisibis, he had earned a 
widespread reputation as a poet. 

At Edessa he vigorously defend- 
ed the Catholic Faith against ten 
heretical sects he found there, yet 
such was his saintliness and wis- 
dom that he was venerated by 
Christians and heretics alike. His 
influence spread later even among 
the Nestorian and Monophysite 
heretics. It is not certain, but it is 
believed that he was ordained dea- 
con when he visited St. Basil in the 
year 370. 

His contemporaries gaye him 
flattering titles such as “Sun of the 
Syrians”, “Pillar of the Church”, 
and —most unique and appropriate 
for such a poet and exponent of 
Seripture—“Harp of the Holy 
Ghost”,

foster Humanism, to smother as- 
ceticism, to promote immorality. 

The authorities quoted by us last 
week—-all Protestant-——-prove that 
the old pre-Reformation Church 
was vastly more orthodox, doctrin- 
ally, than any or all religious or- 
ganizations which, beginning with 
the sixteenth century, have been 
offered to the world as substitutes 
for the former. 


Even fifty years ago when Pro- 
testantism was far more orthodox 
and less divided than it is today, 
Dr. Charles E. Stowe, a relative of 
Henry Ward Beecher, observed that 
“Protestantism is a kind of modern 
Cerberus, with 125 heads, each 
barking discordantly. . . . Did our 
Lord Jesus Christ come on earth to 
establish this pitiful mob of debat- 
ing systems or a church of the liv- 
ing God capable of making itself 
felt as a pillar and a ground of 
faith?” 


Ministers Are Responsible 


That this deterioration of Protes- 
tantism has not proceeded from the 
lay membership, but is blameable 
on those who assumed to govern it, 
is also conceded, as William Lyon 
Phelps, writing in the DELINEA- 
TOR, for August, 1933, contends: 


“When we talk of the decay of 
religion (for it is clear that there 
is a decline in orthodox Protestant 
belief, in church-going, and in the 
conventional forms of the old-time 
Baptist, Methodist, Congregational, 
Presbyterian ‘articles: of faith’), 
the decay began not with the pri- 
vates in the ranks, but with the 
captains.” 


An indictment similar to that 
made by Phelps was leveled against 
the Catholic Church a few cen- 
turies ago, and has been referred to 
ever since by her enemies as the 
excuse for the Reformation. Noth- 
ing is done about it now when “re- 
formed” churches are a hundred- 
fold more guilty. What irony of 
history that only the Mother 
Church, which numerous rival or- 
ganizations, supported by the civil 
powers, have striven for several 
centuries to crush, is now admitted- 
ly the only Orthodox Church! 

But students of history without 
number bear witness that the 
Catholic Church has also been 
more orthodox morally, that her of- 
ficial attitude towards moral pro- 
blems, her consistent teaching on 
matters ethical, have been loftier 
and holier than that of any rival 
religious body. 


Moral Law Repudiated 


Never has there been any repu- 
diation by the Catholic Church of 
the moral law as there was by the 
“reformers”, and as there is by 
Protestant bodies today—-no matter 
what might be said about the lax- 
ity of morals among individuals, 
high or low, in Luther’s time. 
Never, in the hey-day of Catholic 
supremacy, did Christian nations 
enact laws in contravention of the 
divine law. Therefore, the indis- 
solubility of marriage was always 
defended by her, as it is defended 
by Holy Scripture; and divorce and 
remarriage were absolutely forbid- 
den, as they are absolutely forbid- 
den by God Himself, and are for- 
bidden by the Catholic Church even 
now. It could not be conceived that 
the Catholic Church, in General 
Councils, would sanction artificial 
birth prevention as it was sanction- 
ed a few years ago by the repre- 
sentatives of twenty-seven leading 
Protestant denominations. (The

Christ in America, March, 1931.) 
Commenting on the majority re- 
port to the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, the 
editor of the WASHINGTON 
POST wrote on March 22d, 1931: 

“It is the misfortune of the 
churches that they are too often 
misused by visionaries for the pro- 
motion of ‘reforms’ in fields foreign 
to religion. The departures from 
Christian teachings are astounding 
in many casés, leaving the beholder 
aghast at the willingness of some 
churches to discard the ancient in- 
junction to teach ‘Christ and Him 
crucified’. If the churches are to 
become organizations for political 
and scientific propaganda they 
should be honest and reject the 
Bible, scoff at Christ as an obso- 
lete and unscientific. teacher, and 
strike out boldly as champions of 
politics and science as modern sub- 
stitutes for the old-time religion.” 

Never did the Catholic Church 
surrender one tittle of the moral 
law for the sake of retaining in 
her membership either the mater- 
ialistic university professor, or the 
uninstructed youth imsistent on 
self-expression. 

While William L. Phelps blames 
the “Captains” of Protestantism 
for the “decay of religion”, these 
are always greatly influenced by 
the changing standards adopted or 
at least followed by the people. The 
popular demand rather than the 
“pure gospel” becomes their guide. 
A few years ago it was quite com- 
mon to hear them speak very ser- 
iously of the new “youth move- 
ment” determined to map out a 
“way of life” for itself, to which 
the churches would be obliged to 
conform themselves. 

As we write this our attention is 
called to a part of a sermon deliv- 
ered on September 10th, 1933, by

jflation or, as it is called, reflation;” 


repeating the “Hoover mistake of 
relying too much on credit inflation 
and very little on public works, of 
expecting credit to incréase busi- 
ness when there are no public works 
to increase actual demand:” the 
lack of Government insistence upon 
the participation of labor unions 
“from the very start and not as a 
secondary thing” in efforts toward 
economic advance; the separation 
of industries from one another, 
making for a lack of proper ad- 
vance; the separation of industries 
from one another, making for a lack 
of proper balance “between indus- 
try and industry in production, 
wages, hours, and prices which is 
necessary for recovery and perma- 
nent prosperity.” 
Law Has Two Parts 


Pointing out that the law setting 
up the National Recovery Admin- 
istration has two parts—public 
works and industrial contro] “to 
guide business recovery”—Father 
McGowan asserted that “the indus- 
trial contro] provisions are them- 
selves a help to business recovery 
and have helped already.” “But 
without public works in great 
amounts,” he added, “it seems that 
there is and will be a stale-mate in 
the battle against the depression.” 

Father McGowan expressed the 
belief that a variable fixing of the 
gold content of the dollar as prices 
go up or down between the present 
prices and the price level of 1926, 
as norms “would help much to in- 
crease business, equalize the pres- 
ent burdens of the various groups 
with the 1926 basis and permanerit- 
ly make long-term contracts meas- 
ureable with some _ exactness.” 
However, he said, “it is the worst 
of blunders” for anyone “to expect 
a right monetary system to solve 
all our woes either temporarily or 
permanently.” Yet, he said, “con- 
tinual repegging of the dollar as 
prices fluctuate” would solidify “the 
past five months of rather aimless 
‘reflation.’ ”

United States Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New York, who was one 
of the principal speakers at the 
third general, held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, told his hearers the 
recovery program is both an 
economic and a moral crusade. On 
Monday evening, Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins and the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. John A. Ryan, Direc- 
tor of the Department of Social 
Action, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, were heard in talks 
that also dealt with the recovery 
program. 

Quest for Social Justice 


Senator Wagner outlined the 
program for economic reconstruc- 
tion, and gave his views on the 
moral ideal, which he considered 
the quest for social justice. 

“The first step in the economic 
program provides for the coordina- 
tion of industry,” he said. “Busi- 
mess men are encouraged to ex- 
change information and standard- 
ize practices. They are permitted 
to act in concert against the un- 
scrupulous competitor who dilutes 

, advertises falsely or ex- 
ploits labor. They may avail them- 
selves of the broader viewpoint of 
a centralized government adminis- 
tration which has its finger upon 
the pulse of national welfare. 

“No longer do we cling to the ab- 
surdity that 45 million producers, 
groping blindly in the dark, may 
keep business functioning smooth- 
ly. The reign of order has begun. 

“For the first time, labor is ele- 
vated to a position of equality with 
business. The dignity and worth of 
the working man are recognized. 
He, too, is encouraged to cooperate 
with others of his class. In this 
way, he may check those in his own 
ranks who degrade standards by a 
willingness to work under indecent 
conditions. He may plan for pro- 
gress instead of seeking it through 
random, disconnected efforts. 

“The most important relationship 
in modern industrial life is between 
employer and employee. The con- 
ditions under which a man works 
increase his self-respect or push 
him toward degradation. The man- 
ner in which a man gives employ- 
ment makes him an oppressor or a 
humanitarian. In addition, the sat- 
isfactory adjustment of this rela- 
tionship in terms of wages is the 
greatest single factor in maintain- 
ing prosperity.”

1. First ask yourself why our 
Sag desired to visit her cousin, 
t.

whom to talk; such could not have 
been the motives of Mary, who so 
loved retirement and recollection. 
The motive that induced her to 
make this visit was a holy and 
rnatural motive. It was God’s 

1; He prompted her to go. The 
angel had already spoken to Mary 
about St. Elizabeth’s having con- 
ceived a son, giving this as a sign 
of the truth of his words. The 
Holy Spirit had given her to under- 
stand the great work that had 
taken place in Elizabeth’s house; 
Jesus om she bore within her, 
‘wished to make known His coming 
to St. John, and to bless him, His 
holy precursor, by making Him 

articipate in His e; and this 

e wished to do through the in- 
strumentality of Mary. With this 
intent our Lady set out on her 
journey. Would that I also always 
sought to do God’s will in all 
things. 

2. Contemplate how Mary starts 
off on her journey, and think of 
the great virtues she exercised 
during it. Join yourself, in spirit, 
to her on the way; imitate her 
carefulness. When she knows that 
God wishes something to be done, 
she does not hesitate for a mo- 
ment. See how modestly she jour- 
neys on. She thinks of and speaks 
to the Holy One within her; to Him 
she addresses her prayers and 
sighs. Consider how the first thing 
she’ does on entering Elizabeth’s 
house is to salute her cousin af- 
fectionately. Then listen to her 

lorious hymn, the “Magnificat,” 
n which she relates all the mighty 
things God has done in her. See 
how these two holy women speak 
only of heavenly things, of holy 
things, and not about trifles and 
the gossip of the world. Ask our 
Lady to make you pious and virtu- 
ous. 


8. Dwell on the great fruits of 
this visit. Saint Elizabeth, full of 
the Holy Ghost, prophesies in a 
wonderful manner, and tells of the 
Incarnation. The infant John the 
Baptist is blessed and sanctified in 
his mother’s womb; in a word, the 
whole house received all sorts of 
blessings and graces through this 
simple visit of the Mother of God. 
She is the channel through which 
all blessings come to us. She who 
distributes the fruits of the re- 
demption, has asked our Saviour, 
Whom she conceived for love of us, 
to communicate Himself to us 
through her. What is there, what 
grace however great, that we can- 
not obtain through Mary, for 
others or for ourselves? Ask her 
to come and visit you, and to sanc- 
tify you with her presence; and 
ask her to sanctify the Church and 
the world, and to give joy to all 
with her constant visitations. 


The result for Mary of her visit 
to St. Elizabeth was that she was 
then for the first time made known 
to men in her new, great dignity, 
and honored by them. St. Eliza- 
beth’s motives for honoring our 
Lady were the same as ours; she 
honored her, as we do, for her ex- 
aited virtues: “Blessed art thou 
who hast believed.” Next, she 
praises her because of her dignity 
as Mother of God: “Whence is this 
to me, that the Mother of my Lord 
should come to me?” Take St. 
Elizabeth as a model for honoring 
Mary; although she is older than 
Mary, although she is rich in vir- 
honored by God, she 
praises and blesses Mary, her 
young cousin, with true humility 
and with great enthusiasm, be- 
cause she sees in her the Mother 
of God. Do you in like manner.

2. Consider next the feelings of 
Mary at the birth of Jesus. How 
bitter it was for that mother’s 
heart that her divine Son should 
be born in poverty and obscurity, 
in a_wretched, unsheltered stable, 
amid the snows of winter, with no 
other resting place but the hard 
straw of a manger! How must she 
have felt her poverty, when she 
saw that she had nothing to offer 
to her Savior! How she would 
have liked all heaven and earth to 
crowd round His crib in adoration, 


homage and love! Yet at the same 


time how overjoyed she must have 
been at her virginal delivery, to 
gaze upon that lovely Child, her 
Son, her God, Whom she had so 
long yearned to behold! 


See with what wonder she lodks 
upon Him; with what fervor and 
humility she adores Him, offering 
Him her homage and the homage 
of heaven and earth. See how ar- 
dently she presses Him to her 
bosom in all the fervor of a 
mother’s love, caressing Him, fond- 
ang Him; offering her Babe to 
God in the name of all mankind. 
Ponder on all these thoughts, and 
rejoice with Mary. Give her your 
congratulations for so amiable and 
adorable a Son; offer your heart 
and services in spirit to that holy 
family. 

8. The announcement of the 
birth of our Lord, made first to 
the shepherds and then to the wise 
men, is another point for medita- 
tion in contemplating the Nativity. 
What joy for Mary to see her lit- 
tle Babe recognized and honored 
as the Holy One of Israel! The 
homage of these pious men, their 
humble faith, their piety, their 
magnanimity must indeed have 
been a consolation to that mother’s 
heart. Humbly she receives the 
honors that they pay to her; and 
in a simple, loving way that 
touches their hearts she speaks to 
these first subjects of her Son. 


Next consider the loving care 
and solicitude with which she tend- 
ed her infant Son, constantly 
watching over His crib, her spirit 
full of recollection, love and joy 
ineffable. Her mind pondered over 
all she had seen and heard; she 
never left off thinking of it all, 
that she might communicate it 
afterwards to us.

Fourth Mystery: The Presentation 
In the Temple 


l. First consider the thoughts 
of our Lady, and the intention she 
had in journeying to Jerusalem; 
consider the preparations she made 
for the Presentation. Her thoughts 
and intentions were those of her 
Savior. She desired to fulfil all 
things according to the law, both 
in regard to herself and in regard 
to her Son. True it is that this law 
was not binding on either Jesus or 
Mary; nevertheless she fulfilled it; 
her reasons for so doing were vari- 
ous. The first was her profound 
respect for the infinite majesty of 
God, the Author of the law; wher- 
ever Mary perceived the slightest 
indication of the will of God, she 
was quick to submit to it. Second- 
ly, she desired to return thanks to 
God in His temple for all the 
graces He had bestowed on her, 
both in her virginal delivery and 
ever since the birth of Jesus. Last- 
lv, she was prompted by modesty. 
Imitate this beauty of soul, her 
freedom from all love of self. 


2. Consider the reward she mer- 


ited by her prompt obedience to 
the law. This reward was the 
manifestation of her divine San aa 


ly, 

the manifestation was made, name- 
ly, by words and sentences which 
unite, as in a magnificent frame, 
all the r and majesty of 
the Savior, His divinity, His hnu- 
manity, His redeeming Passion 
and death, His exceptional super- 
jority over all men; in fine, all that 
the prophets had foretold of Him. 
See how Simeon points out to Mary 
that she is to be always by Jesus’ 
side during His life, all through 
His Passion, sharing in all His 
greatness, in all His power for the 
benefit of mankind. joice at the 
old man’s words, and take Simeon 
and Anna as your models in honor- 
ing Mary, for her dignity is of the 
highest, her greatness most sub- 
lime. A sword.of sorrow will 
pierce her heart! Oh, how vividly 
she sees before her all the sorrows 
and trials that are to win her the 
titles of Mother of Sorrows, Our 
Lady of Dolors, Queen of Martyrs. 
Give Mary your sympathy in all 
her sorrows; she endured them all 
that she might become our mother. 


8. Consider also how exactly 
Mary performed the ceremonies of 
the presentation. She fulfilled 
every precept as regards time, 
place and offering. She performs 
it with all the fullness and gener- 
osity of her heart. The two turtle- 
doves, the offering of the poor, 
which she carried, and the cere- 
mony of purification, hid from the 
eyes of the world her incomparable 
dignity of Virgin and Mother of 
God; and placed her among the 
number of all other poor women. 
But this did not affect her. The 
offering up of her Son wounded 
her loving heart, and pierced it as 
with a sword. For this offering 
was not for Jesus, the same as 
with other children, a mere cere- 
mony; no, it was a true sacrifice; 
although Mary received Jesus back 
into her arms, God had stretched 
His hand over the head of His 
Divme Son as a sign of accepting 
the offering; and re remain 
for Mary only the sorrowful conso- 
lation of nursing and rearing her 
Babe in preparation for the bloody 
sacrifice of Calvary; a_ sacrifice 
that was foreshadowed, in a way, 
by the offering of the blood of the 
doves with the prayers of holy 
Simeon. 


Consider, lastly, Mary’s devotion 
during the whole ceremony. One 
spark of the fire of sacrifice es- 
caped from the Heart of the Son 
of God and, entering the heart of 
His Mother, infl it with burn- 
ing love. What were the thoughts 
that occupied the mind of the little 
Savior? He had made His first 
entrance into the Temple, for 
which he had yearned from the 
first moment of His conception. 
He offered Himself for the first 
time in place of the sacrifices of 
the Old Testament, a worthy sacri- 
fice, a magnificent offering. Never 
before had a like sacrifice been 
offered here to God. All the cere- 
monies, all the sacrifices, all the 
priests of the Old Law were but a 
mystical representation of this 
sacrifice; from it they received 
what value they had; from it they 
derived all that they contained of 
perfection and sanctity. God the 
Father, from His throne on hich, 
looked down on this offering with 
infinite complacency, and filled the 
Temple with His presence. Mary 
took part in this sacrifice, uniting 
herself to it; the feelings of her 
heart were those of the Heart of 
Jesus; she offered herself with 
Jesus for the salvation of man- 
kind. It was the Savior’s wish to 
be offered to God by Mary’s hands 
alone. 

Ask Mary to offer up your heart 
and your will to her Divine Son. 
Beg of her to teach you to adore 
Jesus with the simple faith of 
Simeon. 

Fifth Mystery: The Finding of 
Jesus In the Temple 

Consider, first, the bitter grief 
of Mary at the loss of her Son. 
Her one great desire was to draw 
near to God; and so she had come 
joyfully to worship in His Temple 
at Jerusalem. The journey thither 
had been a most happy one. She 
walked by the side of Jesus, Who 
did not require to be carried now 
as during the flight into Egypt, 
but Who was old enough to walk 
along with her, chatting innocently 
as only children can; and Mary 
rejoiced to see her Son in His little 
dress as a child of Israel, all

2. Consider, also, how our Lady 
acted during her hour of trial. See 
her resignation and patience amid 
all her grief; see how willingly, 
how completely she submits to the 
will of God! She complains not, 
neither does she murmur against 
God or her Son. In her profound 
humility she blames herself alone; 
and she gives grateful thanks to 
God for the joy she had experi- 
enced during the time His Son was 
under her care. She does not sit 
down to mourn her grief at this 
bitter loss. .She rises immediately 
and begins searching and making 
inquiries, questioning every one 
she meets; no road is too long for 
her to traverse, no way too weari- 
some to walk. She does all this 
quietly, modestly, yet earnestly. 
Oh, how much can we not learn 
from Mary in this her search for 
her Divine Son! Follow her, ac- 
company her in spirit, console her.
